The former lead- 
ers of the Boer rebellion stand in the 
presence of the monarch they defied 
and receive almost as sturdy welcome 
as that, great chieftain who ground 
the Boer power into dust on Africa's 
burning sand.

She has 
hundreds of able commanders ann 
thousands of as brave men as ever 
fought for supremacy OQ a vessel^ 
deck. Close your eyes for a moment 
Whf-re at Trafalgar, Nelson sinks dy- 
ing on the deck of the Victory, his 
last fight, and 
each

thought is for his country. For the 
time death is swallowed up in victory. 
Listen to bis admonition, almost ai 
the moment when the spirit was pass- 
ing the veil: "England expects every 
man to do his duty.'' That admoni 
tion ringing down through the ages 
for all time has conferred on the brave 
and intrepid sailor an immortality 
which can only die when England per- 
ishes and lies dead in the wreck and 
time is lost in eternity. Yet the Vic 
tory would hardly serve as a tender to 
those mighty giants which are now 
endeavo_rinK to solve

The use of a good saddle horse for a

LIGHT ON CORAL REEFS. 


lofr Their Meth- 
Hew Theory Co» 


o«l of 


A specially iutercntiug communica- 


tion was made at a meeting of tbe 
Boyal Society of Edinburgh the other 
day by Professor Alexander Agassiz 
of America. The professor devoted his 
attention to the subject of coral reefs. 
with special reference to the theories 
of their erection, says the London 
Chronicle. lie himself has been an In- 
defatigable explorer of reefs In the In- 
dian. Pacific and Atlantic areas, and 
the main purport of his address was to 
convey to the society the ideas he had 
been led to formulate concerning the 
manner in which the circular reefs, or 
"atolls." come Into eiistenee. 


Darwin hi 1S43 showed that as coral 


could only grow at a limited depth we 
had to take into account the sinking 
of land as a factor in the production of 
barrier reefs and •'atolls." As the orig- 
inal land sank the corals, being afford- 
ed fresh foundations, grew upward. 
Darwin's views were disputed by Sir 
John Murray of the Challenger expedi- 
tion and others. They contended that 
"atolls" are built upon foundations of 
submarine origin and that no subsi- 
dence of land is necessary for their 
erection. The circular form of tbe 
"atoll." which incloses a iakelike sea 
area, is attributed to the erosion or 
wearing away of the coral substance 
by sea and chemical action. To this 
Tlerr Professor Agassiz subscribes as 
the result of his investigations. 


Here are a few figures which ap- 


pear worth considering in connection 
with the views of Sir John Murray 
and of Professor Agassiz: Taking 150 
feet as the greatest average depth at 
which reefbnilding corals can live, bow 
much material in the shape of marine 
deposits, chiefly contributed by chalk 
animalcules, and what extent of time 
would be required to bring a founda- 
tion up to -within the requisite dis- 
tance of tbe snrface to afford a base of 
operations for the coral polps? Six- 
teen tons of. chalk are contained in a 
layer of sea water 600 feet deep and a 
mile square, and this material may be 
utilized by the chalk animalcules for 
shellbuilding purposes. If this amount 
of chalk- were precipitated over a 
square mile, the layer it would form 
would be less than .0001 of an Inch 
thick. Tbe tenth of an Inch would at 
least be tbe outside limit. 


How long would such an agency take 


to build up a base of coral rock from 
the sea depths? Heilprin's calculation 
throws some light on tbe problem. Ev- 
ery year tbe accumulation on the ocean 
bed would not exceed 1-9.000 of an inch 
In thickness, giving us one foot of 
thickness in about 100,000 years. Then, 
if we suppose that a foundation has to 
be built up from a depth of 000 feet to 
the limit of coral life. w« would re- 
quire seventy-five fathoms of 
at least, and at tbe rate of accumula- 
tion just given such an erection -would 
require 45.000.000 years for Its comple- 
tion.

Newport. R. L, Aug. 30.—The day 


before the battle finds the array «• 
defense in the several ports mlomf 
•bore between New Bedford tad the 
east entrance to Long Island sound 
practically in readiness to repel the 
attack of the hostile fleet under the 
command or Admiral Higginson. Ad- 
ditional armament on both sides, tha 
Massachusetts heavy artillery for the 
shore and the Massachusetts. Con- 
necticut and New York naval mt»H« 
for the fleet, arrived this forenoon. 
The artillery will be at once distrib- 
uted among the posts at the entrance 
to Narragansett bay and also at New 
Bedford. As to the naval militia, th* 
gunboats Mayflower and Scorpion are 
in readiness mo receive the Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut troops, the New 
York naval militia arriving on the 
Supply. These three boats will im- 
mediately leave for the sea and the 
militia will be distributed among the 
vessels of the fleet. It is expected 
that the fleet of Admiral Higginson 
will disappear from the coast some 
time tonight and will not be heard 
from again until the attack is made. 


The principal event in this vicinity 


was the arrival of Major General Mac- 
Arthur, commander of the department 
of the east, on a tour of inspection. 
He was received at Fort Adams and 
a long consultation was held at head- 
quarters. After his inspection of 
three forts defending Narragansett 
bay. General MacArthnr will leave for 
New Bedford. 


A large number of signal stations, 


reaching from Fort Adams along the 
southern end of Rhode Island, which 
is practically the city of Newport, 
have been established by the army. 
These stations are all in telephonic 
communication with headquarters at 
Port Adams. A wireless telegraph 
system has been established between 
Fort Adams and the mainland, and 
also with the forts on Canonical isl- 
and and Dutch island. Fort "Wetherill 
on the former and Fort Greble on the 
latter. 


The main reliance of the army of 


defense in this vicinity is the search- 
light station at Price's Neck. Terr 
close to the life-saving station. The 
mines at the entrance to Narragan- 
sett bay are practically In position, 
and the umpires have charts of the 
same. The date for the commence- 
ment of hostilities is at midnight to- 
night, but the actual warfare will not 
begin until midnight Sunday. The 48 
hours are allowed Admiral Higginson 
to obtain some advantageous position 
off shore.

Manufacturing plants are now 
fully occupied as a rule, the least 
gratifying reports coming from fur- 
naces that can aot stcttre coke owing 
to railway blockades. The transporta- 
tion problem is becoming serious, as 
the factor of crop moving Is about to 
be added, and, moreover, much coal 
must be moved by rail that usually 
goes to consumers by lake and canal.

Clei 


Charges Against Mrs. Jack Frost. 
Blackwcll. O. T., Aug. 30. — Mrs. 


Jack Frost, -wife of a prominent busi- 
ness man and politician of this city. 
was arrested charged with poisoning 
Mrs. Alice Combs and her eldest son, 
Ernest, with the intention to kill the 
entire Combs family of seven persons. 
Mrs. Frost was taken to the county 
jail at Newtirk. Last Tuesday In the 
absence of the Combs family the 
house was entered and a liberal quan- 
tity of arsenic was sprinkled in the 
coffee pot. The next morning Mrs. 
Combs and Ernest were poisoned 
from drinking the coffee. None of the 
other members of the family used 
coffee. Mrs. Combs and her son are 
in a critical condition. The alleged 
motive of the crime is family quarrel. 


New National Park. 


Washington, Aug. 30. — The interior 


department has issued rules and reg- 
ulations for the Crater Lake National 
park. Oregon, which was dedicated at 
the last session of congress as a pub- 
lic pleasure ground- The regulations 
prohibit injury or destruction of the 
natural curiosities or wonders within 
the park. Disturbing the mineral de- 
posits in the reservation is prohibited 
except under certain prescribed con- 
ditions. The act of congress provid- 
ing for the park, it is further stated, 
does not extend the mining Jaws to 
the reservation without limitation. 
but authorizes tie location and work- 
ing of mining claims under regula- 
tions prescribed by the secretary of 
the Interior.

»•» Vlmm For the Better- 


me*t of the Shlmnecoelu. 


The lest of the Shinnecocks, once 


second only to the Montanfcs as the 
most powerful tribe on Loug Island, 
are working out their life problem on 
a narrow neck of beautiful, low kind 
which projects Into Shinnecock bay 
between Southampton and Shinnecock 
hills, says the Xew Tort Tribune. 
There they live in the lazy poverty 
that comes of their sadly mixed blood, 
Intermarry and slowly decrease In 
numbers. 


The Shinnecock reservation consists 


of 400 acres of fine agricultural land. 
less than a third of which Is under 
cultivation. It is governed by three 
trustees, elected by the Indians from 
their own number. The land is held 
in common and is open to cultivation 
by any member of the tribe. One wish- 
Ing to start a small farm selects an 
unoccupied plot of land and claims it 
before the trustees. He can plant upon 
it as many years as he likes, bnt is 
not allowed to lease or sell it 
If he 


abandons it for a year, he has no fur- 
ther claim on it. 


The reservation begins where the 


principal residence street of South- 
ampton ends. A straggling array of 
shacks and cabins built on either side 
of a crooked road meets the eye. Most 
of them have not been seriously re- 
paired in twenty years, and they were 
old then. 


As the main road through the reser- 


vation approaches its last windings 
one comes to the/church. scboolhonse 
and parsonage, three In a row. all pre- 
sided over by a colored Presbyterian 
clergyman, the Rev. T. H. Lackland- 
He came to Sbinnecock from the south 
three years ago, strange even to the 
customs of northern whites. He took 
well with the Indians, and both church 
and school have prospered. He was 
found talking earnestly to a young In- 
dian. devising a plnn which would 
give the Indians work in the winter 
and one which, be thinks, would be of 
great financial benefit to the tribe. It 
is nothing less tfrq" an automobile 
race track around the reservation. 


"But the Indians can hardly afford 


horses and -wagons, to say nothing of 
automobiles." remarked the reporter. 


"You forget that we are surrounded 


with rich people here,'" replied the min- 
ister. 
"They own automobiles and 


would speed them If there were a good 
track. Our young men bave little to 
occupy them In the winters. 
They 


could grade a roadway sixty feet wide 
around the reservation, following tbe 
shore closely on the bay side. It would 
be practically level, and there is noth- 
ing to run Into but rabbits. We would 
charge a substantial toll, and the road 
could be kept ap without ranch ex- 
pense." 


"The toll would be nice." said the 


young- Indian, but be did not seem to 
be strongly in favor of tbe proposition 
for winter work.
